On the testimony of eight wifc- 


i nesses a t a coroner’s inquest Monday 
afternoon, a jury divided the blame 
for the automobile accident which 
resulted fatally for Ray R. Cutshall, 
19^ Biglerville R 
J, {yid recom­ 
mended to the state the suspension 
of the operators' licenses of Carey 
F. Showers, 24, Biglerville R. D., 
driver of the car, and Edgar S. 
Funt, 18. Gettysburg R. 3, operator 
of a car th at Showers attem pted to 
pass im mediately before the fatal 
crash. 
Cutshall died 
about 
ll o’clock 
Sunday evening. February 5. in the 
W arner hospital, two hours after 
the accident which occurred a mile 
and a half north of here on the 
Biglervile 
highway. 
The inquest 
was held at the scene of the ac­ 
cident. 
W itnesses were quizzed by Dr. 
Edgar A. Miller. Adams county cor­ 
oner, who was in charge of the 
probe and by attorneys for the 
father of the accident victim and 
for Showers. 
Claim 2 Did Not Signal 
The verdict of the jury was re­ 
turned after the group had ad ­ 
journed 
from 
the scene 
to the 
county court house to study the 
testimony. Nearly an hour later the 
verdict was read by the coroner. It 
stated th a t in the opinion of the 
jurors the crash occurred when both 
Funt and Showers “cut out of line 
without giving the proper signals.” 
Funt had testified before the jury, 
but Showers did not. 
The jury comprised Roy Weaner, 
John W. M cllhenny, Dr. E D. Hud­ 
son, Calvin R. Sm ith, Charles J. 
Myers and Leslie E. Staley. 
The witnesses heard included the 
following: Fred Eckert, 20, Bigler­ 
ville, who rode between Showers 
and Cutshall, but was unhurt in the 
crash; Harry Longanecker, Bigler­ 
ville R. I, driver of the car at the 
head of the line of six in the 
vicinity at th e time of the crash; 
Edgar S. Funt, who attem pted to 
pass Longanecker before he dis­ 
covered Showers was trying to pass 
him; Harold Arnold, Biglerville, a 
passenger in the F unt car; Francis 
J. Thomas, 19, Biglerville R. I, who 
brought Cutshall to the W arner 
hospital; Ira Cutshall, brother of 
the victim and an eye witness of 
the accident; Robert Bean. Bigler­ 
ville R. I, driver of the car in which 
Ira rode, and Officer D. Harris, 
Gettysburg, 
who investigated the 
crash for the state motor police. 
Says Showers Was Careful 
Eckert, the only occupant of the 
car in which the victim rode who 
testified Monday, said Showers was 
a careful driver and estim ated his 
speed at the tim e of the accident at 
about 45 m iles an hour. 
He said 
he did not know why the car went 
out of control and crashed. 
He 
said Showers had sounded his horn 
before passing each of the three 
cars he had gone around before a t­ 
tempting to get ahead of the Funt 
ear. 
Longanecker, one of the several 
witnesses of the crash, said the 
Showers car veered across the road 
and crashed into the culvert. 
He 
saw the rear end bound into the air. 
Funt told the jury he heard no 
warning 
horn, 
although he had 
sounded his horn before trying to 
pass Longanecker. 
He said he had 
not seen the Showers car approach­ 
ing from the rear until he had 
swung toward the center of the 
road. O ther witnesses explained his 
failure to see Showers’ car by the 
fact th at the latter m achine did not 
return completely to the right side 
of the highway after making pre­ 
vious passes, but continued along 
the left side of the re d as it drew 
near the F u n t machine. 
Fi’-o has 
been a driver since last July, he 
’ 
O ccupants of other cars in the 
line failed to add any new la d s to 
the jury’s picture of the accident. 
Officer H arris reported on the re­ 
sults of his probo and read to the 
jury the statem ents given him by 
F unt and Showers the day after 
the accident. 
No crim inal charges have been 
laid against either Showers or Funt.

CO UNTY W ILL 
BUILD BRIDGES 
IN MT. JOY AND 
FREEDOM TWPS. 


Decision to erect two bridges in 
Adams county this year—one in 
Freedom township and the other 
in Mt. Joy township—was voted this 
morning by the Adams county com­ 
missioners at their weekly session 
at the court house. 
The spans had been asked by del­ 
egations whioh appeared before the 
county officials last year while a 
large double-span structure was un­ 
der construction in Latimore town­ 
ship. 
At th a t time the commissioners 
deferred until 1939 decision on the 
erection of the bridges. This m orn­ 
ing the Freedom township residents 
re-appeared before the commission­ 
ers to renew their request. The fa­ 
vorable vote on both proposed struc­ 
tures followed. 
The Freedom township bridge will 
measure about 35 feet and will cross 
Plum run at the Ernest Schriver 
farm on the road leading from the 
Harry’ Scott farm to the state road 
near the Paxton Bigham property. 
In Mt. Joy township White run 
will be spanned near the former 
Reuben Schwartz farm on a road 
connecting the Baltimore highway 
and the Bonneauville road. T hat 
bridge also will measure about 35 
feet. 
To Prepare Specifications 
Neither site has ever been bridged 
and both delegations told the com­ 
missioners that the fordings are fre­ 
quently impassable because of high 
water or ice. 
It is expected th at 
both new’ structures will have a 
single span. 
Tile commissioners indicated the 
next step is to send an engineer to

It is often true. It is possible for one to get in his own way! Too opin­ 
ionated, too proud, too snobbish, too conceited, or too lazy. 
Friends are indispensable to us — yet they often get in our way! 
Through tactlessness and thoughtlessness, they often consume our time 
and keep us from tasks that we wish to complete. Even friends have a 
time and place. 
Wrong habits and wrong companions are forever getting in many 
people’s way and cheating them out of the heritage that should be 
theirs. 
Character alone Is essential to assure one of peace, deserved 
Happiness, and the right to pursue the tasks that interest one most, and 
which lead to one s highest development.
